The nature and purposes of the BSR association ase: alraasy well kno: to ‘many 
of our readers,and are discussed briefly in Round Robin 7, Vol. iv. Its members, 
while interested in all types of 'borderland' phenomena, are especially concerned at 
present with the problem of the 'flying discs' and other strange sky-craft, and are 
disposed to study these from the standpoint of the etheric hypothesis, unless some 
other adequate explanation can be established as probable. It is highly important 
that this etheric theory be properly understood by at least a small group, who also 
have some means of mutual contact and information. It is very probable that the 
discs will return, and it is known that other etheric phenomena are on the increase. 
They will not be intelligible to the public, nor, for that matter, to most scientists, 
yet some means of dependable public information may become imperative at any time. 


The idea of the BSRA group originated in discussions between Max Freedom kong, 
David D. Dagmar, Meade Layne,and others by correspondence. Our first idea was to 
effect merely a skeleton organization for practical purposes, without proposing dues 
or charges of any sort. But the response to the idea was greater than expected; 
many names came in, the correspondence grew heavy, stationary had to be purchased and 
printed, clerical help employed, ond the mimeographing costs were considerable. Our 
friends will understand, without further explanation, that none of us could afford 
to meet these expenses from our private resources = and will acquit us of any attempt 
at profit making. If we are to continue, we shall have to have the financial help 
of BSRA from now on = as well as their cooperation in the way of information, clip - 
ings from the press, and all kinds of relevant material. 


On our own part, we hope before long to issue short bulletins or 'special re- 
leases' every two or three weeks, dealing with 'borderland' phenomena and theories. 
The headquarters of BSRA are now located at the address of the Meade Layne Publica - 
tions. 3540 Adams Ave., San Diego 4, Calif. We have the cooperation of the Huna 
Press, The Venture Press, the Kosmon Publications, The New Age Press, "The Inner 
Council" - and of a considerable number of professional workers who are also well - 
informed on psychic and occult problems from the standpoint of the various sciences. 


To return now to the financial problem: We propose that all persons who affil- 
iated with the BSR group up to this time, or who do so before the end of September 
1948, be asked to contribute $1.00 or more if they fcel disposed to do so, and that 
their ‘dues! will then be considered as paid up for one year. Persons who join our 
grovp later than the end of September, 1948, shall be asked to contribute $1.00 per 
quarter, or $3.00 for the year if paid at one time.

A NARRATIVE OF OCCULT BXPERIZNCZB

(ROUND ROBIN presents herewith a very remarkable first-hand narrative of occult 
"contacts! and instructione The writer, Me Ce, is well-known to the editor and 
is a well educated, honest and highly dependable person of exceptional mental 
abilities. We have no doubt at all concerning the truthfulness and accuracy of 
details in this very unusual document of personal experience. It was not prepa- 
red for ROUND ROBIN in the form of an article. but came to the editor as a per- 
sonal letter.) 


You say I have a story? Well, you are quite right. Like everybody else in 
the world, I have, As I remarked to you, I cannot offer the testimony of eye- 
witnesses in support of that story, for the simple reason that for most of the 
events I could record for you, there were no other witnesses. The whole process 
has been almost entirely an individual affair, 


That does not decrease its value to me, however much room it may leave for 
objection to those who demand legalistic proof, or so-called scientific proof. 
From the first, my instructor has been uninterested in advancing proofs of his ex 
istence to other people» His answers to queries about that indifference have al- 
ways been made from one or both oftwo points: (a) the abundance of evidence al- 
rendy in existence for the facts of telepathy, projection, the etheric (and other) 
worlds, and all the rest of it, which, if weight of evidence meant anything, is 
already sufficient to have swung the balance of opinion in its favor long ago; and 
(b) his work is not a public activity. There are those who prefer to broadcast 
informatione Their talents, capacities and training all fit them for that kind 
of activity. On the other hand, there are those who, like him, concern themselves 
with the instruction of a few individuals, and who present that instruction in 
great detail over a period of many years. 


His first appearance was abrupt and suddene I awakened in the middle of an 
April night, in 1930, to find him standing in my room. His presence startled me, 
but inspired no real fear, and his immediate reassuring greeting put me at ease 
at oncee In appearance he was tall, about six feet, moderately muscular, but not 
at all fat. His features were clear-cut, well proportioned, and slightly aqui- 
line. He had a deeply olive skin, no beard, and his black hair was cut very short 
He was dressed in a long woolon garment of a deep red color, and over his shoul- 
ders Was draped, shawl-fashion, a length of the same material with a wide yellow 
band at one end. 


He told me that he was a ‘living! person, just as I was, and that what I 
Was sccing there in my room was a projection, or materialization ——- a kind of 
‘solid shadow? of him. His solidity at that moment was abundantly obvious, for 
he had awakened me by turning on the large flashlight on my night table, and set- 
ting it up in such a way that it lighted the room. He was as opaque as any per- 
son of around a hundred and eighty pounds would be, and cast the usual shadow. 


He stated at once the reason for his presence, informing me that he wanted 
nothing from mc, but that he had come to offer me certain information if I wished 
to receive it. He went on to say that I happened to be one of those pcople who se 
development had resulted in a constitution so constructed as to permit a direct 
approach such as he was making, and that I possessed certain innate aptitudes 
that would permit mo to learn a very useful technique of integration. 


Naturally all this was intensely interesting to me, but when he asked me 
Point-blank if I wantcd to makenyself useful to other people, I had to tell him

quite honestly that I hadn't thought much about it, one way or the other. This an- 
swer didn't scem to surprise him. He laughed and said, "Well, think about it." 
He went on to say that as we go through life we inevitably affect other people, 
and asked me if I didn't think it was a good idea to learn how to mke that effect 
more constructive and positive than destructive and negativee I replied that it 
weuld seem logical to make it as beneficial as possible. 


He proceeded to explain what he meant by integration — that is, the entire 
human being (body, emotional content, and mind) working together as a unit under 
the control and direction of the enlightened mental element, which he spoke of 
as being the 'highest,' or ‘true! or 'real' self of any human being, and in all 
humon beings very powerful and essentially good. 


He told me it is not easy to reach a state of such integration, but that it 
is possible (although not probable) for a person to reach it within the space of 
one lifetime. Like any technique, it requires study and application, and competent 
direction — instruction ~- is a big help, although by no means a definite assur- 
ance of success. Natural aptitudes, however, are absolutely necessary before 
such instruction is offered by hin or his associates. As he said, there would be 
Small reason to try to make a violinist out of someone who obviously possessed 
no talent for musice On the other hand, if the person possessed the necessary 
interest and ability it would be a snsmo to allow it to remain undeveloped and 
disappear for want of attenti6n. - 


I remarked that there must be a great many people in the world with as much 
'talent' for his technique as I possessed, if not a great deal more. He replied 
that, indced, there were many such people, but that not all of them could be in- 
structed in the same waye There are many types, and for each type there is a 
special approach that fits in with the special needs, and he warned me that dif- 
ference has absolutely no causative bearing on relative quality. Apparent dif- 
ference is not a sound basis from which to estimate superiority or inferiority. 


I told him I couldn't decide at the moment whether or not I wished to ac~ 
cept his offer of instruction, but that I found it definitely interesting. My 
attitude seemed to please him, and he told me that I was not expected to decide 
anything on the spur of the moment. I should consider what he had to say for a 
While and decide deliberately and withm@re whether or not the things he would say 
to me appeared to be reasonablee 


When I asked him how I would be sure, next morning, that his visit had not 
been an unusually vivid dream, he suggested a plane I got up and rearranged sev- 
eral of the more permanent objects in the room, then placed a book across the top 
of an empty vasee Then I went back to the bed, and he proceeded to rearrange my 
rearrangements. Finally he took the book off the vase, put it in a different 
place, turned the vase upside down on it, and with an amused smile picked up a 
pencil and balanced it neatly across the upturned bottom of the vasee In the 
morning my usually neat room was just as he had left it, rearrangements, book, 
vase, pencil and all. 


We continued our conversation. He asked me if I had heard of reincarnation, 
and I told him I knew the meaning of the word, but that was alle He then asked 
if I had heard of Atlantis, and I said I had in a general way. There had been an 
article about it in a Sunday supplement a couple of years before, and I remember— 
ed some family talk about it. That was all I knew, however. He then told me 
thet I had lived in Atlantis during the days of the last remnant of that conti- 
nent, and that I had witnessed the destruction. He offered to show me what had 
happened, so I sat propped up against the headboard while he sat on the foot of 
the bed, and the whole story unfolded before my Wide~open oyes like a cinema.

The story embraced about two and a half months of time, and ended with my own 
death, which was not a loss of consciousness or identity, but simply a transfer- 
enco of awareness to another ‘world’. 


I was thrilled and deeply interested, and wanted to write it all down at once 
so I would romember it. Ho assured me that I would have no difficulty in remem- 
bering, but he asked me not to make any written notes of anything he told me or 
showed me until I had decided whether or not to accept his instruction, because, 
if I did decide to accept, thon notes would not be permitted as part of the neces- 
sary traininge I could, however, draw a map, if I desired, of the island. This 
I did. 


He came again in about a week, and we had another long conversation. During tm 
next month he made four or five of those visits, and in tho end I decided to turn 
the matter of my education over to him. I havo never had the slightest causo to 
regroet that vory vital decision. 


It is interesting to noto that tho two family dogs that slept in the house 
never barked at him, elthough they very definitely knew of his prasence and upon 
nt least two occasions one of them was presont in my room at the time of his visits 
and was potted «nd handled by him. 


During the early years of our association he made a number of these 'shadow- 
visits,* but as time went on they became unnecessary, and were discontinued. He 
has given mo to understand thet they aro difficult to accomplish and roquire an 
enormous expenditure of cnergy-- and that he has other 'students' who still re- 
quire them for their roassurancee Hoe did not discontinue them, however, until he 
‘had established definits and unmistakable means of making his 'presonco’ known. 


From the beginning every aspect of my education was directed in dotail by him. 
He chose the subjects I was to tako in high school, end decided whether or not I 
was to study the toxt-books supplied for the courses Usually my acquaintance with 
those text-books authorized by the school turned out to be vory slight, sometimes 
consisting of a singlo reading of the lesson, or perhaps one reading of tho book 
at tho beginning of the yeer, after which it was put away and I received the in- 
formation required =-=- and much more -- at the ‘night school’ as I called it. I 
carried five subjects in school, and did extra work during my Junior and Senior 
years in astronomy, physics, and organic chomistry -- some of this at the local 
University, and some of it via special after-school instruction from a science 
teacher at the school who was interested in my work. It impressed him when I in- 
sisted on taking both semesters of high-school physics at the samo time -- and did 
it with a grade average of 95. In addition, ho was woll aware that the only math 
I was taking in school consisted of algebra and a somester of business arithmotic. 


At first I did not heve any visual memories of where I had been or what I had 
boon doing at night. I simply woke up in tho morning with the extra added knowl- 
edge impressed on my consciousnesse I soon discovered that this consciousness had 
extensions of which I had been unaware before. Very often the new knowledge did 
not appear in my waking awaroness until the school-teacher would ask a question. 
Then I would know the answer. Aftor a few oxpcricnces of this kind I began to 
trust the phenomenon and to feel more assurance about the whole process. 


Within a few months, however, I bogan to have memories of having visitod a 
definite plece, of having gone to a definite building, seen certain people, and 
studied those things I remembored., Sometimes there would bo a lecture or a discus- 
sion. At other times the instruction would be given by means of pictures such as 
my friend had shown me during his first visite Sometimes we would go to other 
places with the tecchers, or visit a large and variod museum of knowledge, with 
fascinating exhibits embracing every conceivable subject. Ths prohibition of 
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written notes continued in effect, however, until 1945, on the principle that what- 
ever one can remember is known, but whatever has to be written down is merely an 
accumulation of extraneous material, which, while it has its uses, does not con- 
tribute much to the acquisition of the technique of integration under study. 


Since 1945 I have made a few notes, neither very extensive nor complete, on 
certain aspects of the knowledge that has been offered mee I'm still in the pro- 
cess of learning to recognize the people who will be interested in them. In one or 
two cases I have "bumped my head! very uncomfortably, and have grown to be mora 
cautious. My instructor is in no sense a 'guide', so he doesn't toll me what to œ 
or what not to do about things like thate I have to dovelop my judgment, he says. 
However, I've noticed that he comes to the rescue whenever I get into serious dif- 
ficulties or do things that are likoly to become dangerous. 


As I mentioned before, he is a person like ourselves, living in a chemical body 
in tho dense chemical worid, and he is a Tibetan by birth, anda Lama. At the time 
of his first appearance I knew nothing of either Tibet or Lamas, but since that 
timo my interest and consequently my information have both exp anded considerably. 
The othor teachers =-=- those at the 'night-school' -- howover are not all connected 
with a chemical vchiclo, and in some cas®s never have boen. Yot they are as human 
as we are, if not more soe 


This is one of the points where the information the controls of the M. P. 
seances aro giving seems to parallel what I have roceived -- ieee, that man is ori- 
ginally an inhabitant of the etheric world, and that relativo to his history, his 
presences in the dense chemical sphere is a *rocent' developments I wonder haw much 
more of that interesting heresy they will present to youe My guess would be — quite 
a lot. 


According to my own accoptances, not all humanity takes part in these chemical 
excursions that we call 'life in the worlds! By far the majority of our brethron 
prefer life ‘on’ the world to life 'in' it. They have told us again and again that 
only a person ignorant of his possibilities would be content with dense chemical 
life, and a few of them have tried to show us how to reach a point of knowledgo 
where our excursions into the donse chemical world will be dofinitely and completely 
a mattor of deliberate decision by an integrated, enlightened composite solf, in- 
stead of a moreor loss blind response to blindly generated compulsionse To thom wo 
are the halt, tho lame and the blind =-=- and the dead. 


During the period of our dense chemical involvement most of us are incompetent 
in our natural environment, the etheric world -- if wo are not, indeed, in an ace 
tual comae Some of us can be brought out of that condition to some degreo for 
short periods of time, and taught to function rationally during those poriods. 
There are poople there who consider this kind of effort to be important and worth 
while, and they aro our instructors, helpors, guidos, teachors, and, in effect, 
our physicians. Some of them come into the chemical world to work at the problem 
from this sido. Others remain in tho etheric sphere to work with our torpid ethe 
eric consciousness. Betweon them the two groups in the two divisions of the physi- 
cal world cooperate in an attempt to educate those people who are interested in 
learning. They mke as many approaches to the problem as there aro be of pao 
and while there are many of these willing workers, it is as the Christian Biblo 
says, "The harvost indeed is great, but tho laborers aro few," (relatively speaking). 


As you will seo from the implications of some of the statements above, the ideas 
I havo absorbed disagree considerably with many of the accepted tenets of occultism 
and the teachings of the religions -- oven of that religion toward which I feel 
most strongly drewn, Yet, buried in occult works, and in the various *bibles' of 
the world, is the information that supports these ideas. In addition, and protebly 
far more pertinent at tho time, actually, there are these voices! -- in San Dicgo 
and who knows where else =-=- crying into the modorn wilderness their fragments of 


esscntial information.

AN AFTERNOON WITH LADY WONDER

"Suppose you try it," said Lady Wonder when her owner, Mrse Fonda, was trying 
to make her hurry a reply to some question asked of her. I did not actually see 
this myself, but a friend of mine who was present told me about it. But, in spite 
of her suggestion, this lady-horse stands in my experience as one of the best me~ 
diums I ever visited -- if "medium" she bee She is ovmed by Mrse Claudia Fonda, 
lives just south of Richmond, Va., on the Petersburg Pike. She is twenty-four 
years old and has been with Mrs. Fonda ever since she was a little colt, 


lady first showed her remarkable intelligence, or at least it was first recog- 
nized when Mrs. Fonda found that it was not necessary to call her from the pasture 
when she wanted her; the horse would simply be up by the barne Then one day while 
cleaning a shed in which there were some letter blocks, she noticed Lady moving 
the blocks about with her nose. The thought flashed: "Maybe she can spell,” -- 
and that was the beginning of a most interesting experiment. 


When Lady is brought into her stall to "work," as Mrs. Fonda calls it, she 
now faces a sort of typewriter which she can use by hitting a lever which raises 
up the letter or number she wishes to usee She touches these keys with her mouth, 
and this is the way she"talks". But listen to our story: 


At last we were there, and Lady was brought into the room. Mrse Fonda stood 
or sat beside her, a little switch in her hand -- to keep lady working, I suppose, 
though, as far as I could see, it was not needed. Certainly Mrse Fonda did not 
use it in any way to convey any of the answers to her iady~norsee Having settled 
that in our minds, we then, naturally, thought of telepathy, but eventually aban- 
doned that also. 


Mrs. Fonda is frank in saying that she does not know how Lady is able to use 
her unusual powers. She semed to think concentration had something to do with it, 
but when Lady is asked questions to which neither Mrs. Fonda nor the bystanders 
know the answers, she will give the answer just the same. 


The first thing Lady did for us was to identify numbers which we had written 
down on a piece of paper which neither Mrse Fonda or Lady could see. Then she 
did some simple problems in arithnotic. Before we started, Mrs. Fonda had placed 
the numbers and letters in the slots in a haphazard way, shuffling them before : 
she did so; therefore Lady apparently has to find them anew each time she has a |

Ve both had gone down there ‘cold turkey’ -- not knowing what to expect, 
and when Mrse Fonda invited us to ask Lady some questions, we were nonplussed. 
What sort of questions does one ask a horse? Finally, I blurted out, "Lady, 
where do we live -- in what town?" She fussed about a little and then spelled 
out "A LEXAN DR," -- which is pretty close to Alexandria, the town where we 
live. Mrs. Fonda explained that Lady often spells phonetically. 


Lady was waiting for another question, so I asked, "Where did our dog come 
from before we got him?" (I'll explain a little later about this doge) "J - J- 
GERMANY," she spelled out. 


Question: "What makes him so afraid?" 
Answer: "Bombs." 

Q.e "Was he a war-trained dog?" 

Ae "No." 


Qe "What is his name?" (The dog's name is “Ginger,” and my husband wrote 
that down on the papere Mrs. Fonda did not know the name, but of course we both 
did -= but this is the amazing part. In order to make it clear to lady, I added, 
VYhat do I call.my dog when I go to the back door -- I call him -------- 2") 

"G-I-N-G-Y," spelled out Lady. And "Gingy" is what we call him most of the 
tine, although his name is "Ginger." That answer was the most amazing of all, for 
she cid not give the name as it was written on the paper and on which we were cone 
centrating -- but gave what we actually call the dog. 


We then asked, "What was the dog's name before we sot him?" 

"Irvin Otto," was Lady's reply. j 

Our questions were about up, but we finally asked this one: "Who helps you 
with these answers -- is it someone who looks like we do, but not quite like us?" 
We did not want to say "Spirit," and Lacy answered "Yes." Later another friend of 
ours asked who helped her, and she spelled out "S-P-I-R-I-T." 


But here I want to tell a little mors about this dog. We got him from the 
Animal Rescue League last fell. He is a small brown-red dog, with a black nose, 
and looks something like a small Great Dano. ever have I seen an animal so cone- 
fused and so afraid. He would run, or flatten himself out on the ground, would not 
eat if anyone was watching, end seemed terrified of everything =-=- people, other 
dogs, children, new objects. It wes as though he had been living among people who 
did not sneak as we do, for hs did not seem to understand anything we said <= or 
that he had always been cooved upe At first we thought he might have been a war= 
trained dog, but he did not seem old enough for that. Twice since we have had him 
he has been so frightened that he has given ott the strange fear-odor which, we are 
told, dogs and other animals sometimes doe 


Wow, after nearly ten months with us, he is just beginning to respond to our 
love for him, and ever since our visit to lady, he has seemed like a different dog. 
(We took him along with us that day.) To navo Lady tell us that he was from Cer- 
many was amazing, but quite possible. Of course we cannot be sure, but it is some- 
thing to work one 


There was another incident in connection with "Gingy" vhich I might mention 
heree On our way home that day we stopped at Fredericksburg to eat our lunch ona 
street under some lovely shade trees. There were quite a few passers-by, and sud= 
denly one of them, a woman, turned and came back to speak to my husband, who was 
standing beside the car, eating his lunche She said she had been attracted by the 
dog, because it had almost "human oyese” 


"That kind of dog is he?" she asked. 
"We have just been told that he might be a German dog," 


"Well, he is," she said. Then she went on to tell us of her own experience 
in raising dogs, and that our "Ginger" was a real German police dog. She said they 
are smaller than the wolf-dogs usually called police dogs. She had never seen one 
quite as light in color as this one -- that they had e special name, and if one 
could get a picture of Hitler's mountain home one might see what they were like, 
as he had used them for protection. She added that they were very fierce, and 
when angry their eyes became deep pools of blue. Now, we have always said that we 
have a blue-eyed dog, for Gingy's" eyes are unmistakably of that color when he be- 
comes excited. Sho asked if the roof of his mouth was black,(It is.); if he hed 
large fangs (He hase); and if he raises a sort of fin on his back when he is ex- 
cited (He does.); and if he likes women bettor than men. (Also right.) In short, 
she gave us all the characteristics of this special kind of dog, and they fitted 
"Gingy" exactly. 


This episode, following on our interview with Iady, was a bit too much. We 
left Fredericksburg slightly dazed. Now we are trying to check on the information 
given use When we first got Ginger, we hed gone to the library and looked through 
twenty books, but had failed to find him, and so had decided he must be just ‘plain 
dog?, after all. It will probably take some time to prove or disprove the state~ 
ments made about him by Lady. 


And going back to her -- since we were there e group of friends have visited 
ladye They put to her fifty questions -- political, religious and personal -- and 
they were simply amazed by her answerse One friend even asked her about reincar- 
nation and asked what she had been before, if she had lived before. Iady answered 
that she had lived before and had been a horse. 


Mrs. Fonda does not seem to know much about spiritualism, although she says 
meny spiritualists have visited here Dre Je Be Rhine, parapsychology pioneer, also 
has visited her and conducted some tests, but that was some time ago, and it was 
not clear to me if he decided whether or not Lady could function without Mrse Fonda 
being present -- which is an important pointe Iady, herself, says she cannot, but 
I believe she cald -- that is, if she were talking to someone who loved her and 
was sympathetic. We expect to visit Jady again before long, and will then be able 
to give further information. 


I have just checked the story of the Elberfeld Horses, in "The Unknown Guest," 
by Meurice Maeterlinck (1916). These stallions communicated by means of an alpha- 
bet which was rigged upe They pawed a board, so many times for each letter, and 
the process of communication seems to me a bit complicated. However, Maeterlinck 
points out that the individual and separate intelligence of these animals is one 
of the great discoveries of the age. These horses could do all sorts of things -- 
especially in mathematics; they were right at home with square and cube root. 
Their master, Krall, taught them up to the square root of 144, and after that they 
did the figuring themselves. All sorts of committees and investigators visited 
the horses, and declared that they worked independently of their master, Maeter- 
linck seemed to think that these horses had a means of communication which human 
beings can understand, and which most animals do not have». He seemed to think that 
most animals would prove very intelligent if we could but understand them. 


I told you that Lady said she had lived before and that she was a horse in 
her former life also. Max Heindel, along with other occult teachers, tells us 
that animals are ruled by a Group Spirit -- that is, that each different species 
is under the dominion of its own Group Spirit. This explains why all animals do 
practically the same things as the others in their group -- a raccoon, for in- 
stance, always washes its food before eating it. But Max Heindel also says that 
sonetimes the etheric head of a horse is drawn into the head of the dense body 
(as is the caso with human beings), and then we have an example of unusual ani- 
mal intelligence. Intelligence is the same, no matter where you find ite So, 
my husband and I stood amazed before Intelligence expressed on the human level 
(human speech) through animal consciousness. We were smazed, and humble too, 
for wonders never ceasee 


When my friend asked Lady what she thought of human beings, she said, "Love 
all." What great lessons we can learn from unexpected places!

( Following is an excerpt from Dre Nandor Fodor's ENCYCLOPS DIA OF PSYCHIC SCIENCE 
concerning the Elberfeld horses. ) 


THE DLBTRISLD HORSES 


The Tlberfeld horses are the mathematical wonders of the animal world. The case 
was described by Dre 3. Clarapede, of Geneva University, as "the most sensational 
event that has happened in the psychological world." The discovery ofequine mathe- 
matical genius was made by William von Osten in 1891. Kluge Hans vas taught to 
count skittles by striking with his hoof as many tines as there were skittles on the 
table. Von Osten first pronounced the numbers aloud end later wrote them on a black- 
bo:rd. The results soon proved to be astonishing. The horse began to perform meethe- 
matical operations. ‘hen Osten died in 1909, his work was continued by Herr Krell, 
a jeweler of Elbexrfeld.s He taught four horses, ihamed, Zarif, Berto ond Hanschen, 
the latter blind, by more efficient methods. The horses not only learned the funda- 
mental mathematical operations ~~ addition, subtraction, multiplication and division, 
but after only four months! training extracted square ond cube roots and learned to 
spell. They answered questions by stamping with their hoofs. To give the number 
44, for instance, they struc’: three times with the left end four times with the 
richt hoofs 


Krall's book, Denkende Tiere, stirred the world of science. Ome commission af- 
ter another came to his stables. Many scientists persisted in stubborn nege.tions, 
many went away in ove anc. wonder. leurice Macterlinck paid è visite iiuhamed, after 
a formal introcuction, nhonetically spelled out his name tith his hoofs, solved ale 
most instentaneously problems of which even Maeterlincike did not know the enswer, re- 
řused to give the square root of a chance nuber which was afterwards found to have 
none, and expressed thoughts and feelings by spellinge The procedure was to choose 
cords with letters on thems One day, itthaned "squealed": "The groom struck Hanschen" 


Sometimes they said they were tired cnd would not answer. In the experiments 
care was taken to exclude the possibility of mind-reading. As a precaution to pre- 
vent signals, the questions were sometimes asked by telephone, the receiver being 
hung on the eer ot the horse; frequently the nroblem was written on the bleclcboard 
enc. the horse left alone to solve it; sometimes the fizures were traced with a fin- 
ger on the animal's back It was a curious fact thot after six months of schooling 
the horses made no further progress. They could only do what théy had been taught 
and did it without any conscious efforts Sometimes they could not answer simple 
questions such as telling; the nwaber of those present. If uncettain, they made a 
tinid blow, and generally their intelligence appeared to be on the level of a six 
ło eight-year-old intelligent childi 


Anong those scientists who testified to the reality of the facts were Dr. Idin~ 
cer, the eminent neurolosist, of Frankfort; Dre He Kraemer and Dre He Ue Zeigler, 
of Stuttgart; Dr. Poul Sarasis, of Basle; Professor Ostwald, of DSerlins; Prof. A. 
Beredke, of the Pasteur Institute, Paris; Prof. Schoeller and Dr. Gehrke, of Berlin; 
Profe Goldstein, of Dermstadt; Dre illiam lickenzie, of Genoa; Dre Rè Assacioli, of 
vlorence; Dre Hartizopf, of Cologne; Dr. Freudenberg, of Brussels; Dre Ferrari, of 
Bologna, etce 


No satisfactory explonation was ever reached. C. de Vesme wonders whether the 
process by which the horses solved their problems was not mediwaistic, for they 
often spelled in the reverse order, suggesting mirror writing, a characteristic of 
automatic scriptse Jy this he did not mean to susgest the intervention of spirits, 
but a menifestation of the equine subliminal self by motor automatism, unhampered 
by the limitation of the animal brain. 


Kroll also experimented with a young elephant, Kana, but the beast was too 
lazy to learne

(From time to time RR presents one of the many psychic or mediumistic com- 
munications that sent to us, without guarantees of any kind, but usually because we 
know our informant personally, have confidence in his or her judgment, and because 
the subject matter seems of peculiar interest, or contains statements which may be 
verifiable latere The letter from which the following extracts are made comes from 
a responsible person in San Francisco). 


"Some information has come through our group that I think you might be inter- 
ested in (this is trumpet voice phenomena)... You will recall the airplane wreck that 
killed forty~five people, including Earl Carroll. We sat that Thursday evening, and 
one of those brought to be helped was Lorene, stewardess on the plane..Her great 
anxiety was not for herself. She did not realize what had happened, and kept crying 
and moaning that she was pinned under the seat of the wrecked plane and could not 
get to the people in her charge to help them. When we finaaly made her understand what 
had happened, she was gone like a shot to gather up her people ... The next week she 
came through trance, since then through the trumpet. Last week she brought the stew- 
ardess of the last plane-load of. people who were killed, for us to help her. 

"What I am leading up to is this. The Thursday evening preceding this last 
mess of plane wrecks, we were speaking of these things ... and she began to talk 
about the flyings discs (and incidentally, she agrees with the Mark P. Communicators 
as to their origin)*. She further said, it appeared that some of the plane wrecks 
no one could find a renson for, were caused by a plane having gotten into or too 
close to a stream of force caused by the objects (discs).

When the lights were turned on, two of 
the three trumpets were lying flat’... the man who owned the third reached out to 
pick it upe It seemed to stick to the floor and he gave it a jerk. This tipped over 
a large glass of milk that was sitting under it. This happened in bright light, with 
about ten people present... "

FOR FAILING HEART": memoranda concerning the experience of a member of his 
fanily who was gravely afflicted with "heart trouble", and 
who was greatly relieved by taking calcium.

But persons with ‘heart trouble' might do well to ques- 
tion their physicians abut the use of calcium. It is not unlikely, as one of our 
correspondents suggests, that "the M.D's are bilking millions of people with treat- 
nent for heart diseasd, when they know the real trouble and the simple cure for it.' 
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American Weekly, of an article by G.B.Lal, Science Editor, entitled Six Days Treat- 
ment for Failing Heart. This article states that "nilk and a mercuric drug are the 
most striking features of a new six days treatment for congestive heart failure, the 
commonest consequence of heart disease, Public Enemy No. 1." The article begins by 
describing the "hopeless" hospital case of a woman with failing heart and dropsy. A 
milk diet, plus use of a "mercurial diuretic" restored her to normal health in less 
than a nonth. It goes on to give details of the milk treatment, and states that out 
of 140 patients of congestive heart failure in New York hospitals, the "new method 
increased recovery from 47 to 90 per cent, lowered the death rate from 24 to 10 per 
cent, and shortened the stay in hospital from 18 to six days. It also aids in pre - 
vention of recurrence of heart failure." This is known as the Gold treatment, after 
Dr. Harry Gold of Cornell Medical College, and is discussed in a book by Dr. A.M. 
Fishberg, entitled "Heart Failure". ... Patients intolerant of milk are given a sub- 
stitute diet of three bowls of boiled rice with sugar. About a quart of milk is 
taizen every 24 hours. i 

The article from which we have been quoting, tho' talking a great deal about 
milk, does not mention calcium at all, or specify what the curative agent in the 
milk is supposed to be. The treatment includes milk, water, digitalis, and the 
mercury drug» Evidently this treatment has been Imoim to the medical profession for 
sone time; it has NOT had publicity, and so far as this writer can ascertain it is 
NOT widely used, despite the appalling inroads of heart disease. It is simple and 
inexpensive to the patient. Is it possible that this last fact has something to do 
with the infrequency of its use? 


It is perhaps irrelevant to the foregoing, to remark that recently released 
governnent statistics show that medical doctors are in the top income brackets, with 
average incomes of about $17,000 anaually.

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HE MACOMS FIRES: 


—— 


The facts concerning this matter have been widely printed, nevertheless we 
summarize the principal points. The phenomena occurred on the Charles Willey farn, 
12 miles south of Macomb, I11. and began about the 9th of August, '48. Small brown 
spots appeared on the wall paper of the five room cottage, and these became fires. 
When the wall paper was stripped off by fire chief Wilson, the wood continued to turn 
brown and burn. Water was used freely, but the fires continued to appear, both on the 
Paper and on bare boards, and in the wood plaster laths. Fire also broke out in a 
box of newspapers in a chickenhouse, and in the milk house, and in two barns. The 
house, barns, and chicken house were destroyed. The number of separate fires was es- 
timated at about 200. A window curtain laid over the head of a bed burst into flame. 


Apparently the persons living on the farm were Willey and his wife (elderly), 
a brother-in-law "and his family". Presumably this group included children, but no 
mention has been made of them in reports so far received. 


"Official" and "expert " intelligence has functioned about as usual in such 
cases, and the press has dutifully reported their comments. But so far, no one has 
publicly asserted that the whole affair is a fraud, a publicity stunt, a delusion, 
or mischief making by some naughty~naughty brat. This is quite encouraging to some 
of us, but very tough on the professional explainers, the news—beagles, and people 
with spots—before-the-eyes type of mentality generally. "One physicist" however, is 
quoted as saying that 'the whole affair is a lot of hokum'- which has a familiar ring. 
Investigators quoted include the State Deputy Fire Marshall; the Chief Technician at 
Wright Field; the Chief of Intelligence at the same field; a "Chicago scientist"; the 
National Fire Underwriters; the Macomb Fire Chief; "an insurance broker"; a reporter 
for the Macomb Journal; "a fire extinguisher salesman" (who happened to be there 
a losd of equipment "but couldn't do anything - most intense heat I ever saw'-says 
he); finally, the distressed Willey's and all their relatives, neighbors and friends. 


"Explanations" or admitted guesses began with roach paste, wall paper paste, "special 
materials" in the walls or in the ground; advanced from this to radio-waves, high 
frequencies, wireless sabotage experiments, radi-activity; regressed to fly spray and 
lightning bugs; at present seems to be at the what-the-h... stage and likely to re- 
main there. ‘Three or four investigators have mentioned ghosts in an amused and 
tolerant manner. Nolan Mitchell, head of National Bureau of Standards fire protection 
laboratory in Washington clings to the roach-paste theory, but says, if that isn't 
right, he'll find out what is as soon as he gets all the facts. Hollywood News 
approves with folded hands and a genufluction, "What story this would have been for 
some folks, if there hadn't been a scientist handy!" (Or is E.N, being subtle and 
sardonic?) 


Now, does everybody want Round Robin to chirp right up and tell us what really 
and truly caused these fires? Sorry, but no can do! Partly because we don't know - 
that is, know in the corfclusive, provable, demonstrable sense of that word. Also, be- 
Cause nearly all our readers already know the general backgrounds of such phenomena, 
and for those who do not it would take all of R.R.'s thirty-odd pages to assemble 
the data. And if we should do that, the Nolan Mitchell's of this world wouldn't read 
it, or the newspapers vrint it, or the tough-minded commonsensible John Smith's in 
their millions even want to try to understand it. But, and however - 


It was maybe two years ago that RR printed a resume account of a series of 
similar fires near Almeria, Spain. Anything white, as we recall it (paper, garments) 
went up in smoke, puff! Puff! PUFF! ~ especially if laid out on the grass. Similar 
items drift in from time to time; and if you want a sizable list of them, turn 
through Charles Fort's Book of the Damned — or better. his complete works. Fires 
start from a great many different causes, and "“mysteriousfires", and "fires of un- 
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known origin" usually remain that way, with the assumption (perfectly legitimate ) 
that IF all the facts were known, the causes would be commonplace and understandable. 
But now and then fires break out under the verv noses of "experts" and other ohser- 
vers, with no understandable cause at all -whence arise the roach-paste and 'special 
material' schools of thought. But where experts and technicians think first of ell 
of roach-paste and fly spray and radio-waves, there are other reasonably intelligent 
people who have heard about poltergeist phenomena, maybe read a few recent books 
about them, and they are likely to think of poltergeists. Not that every garret has 
its geist, of course, or that all geists burn down garrets; but there really are 

such tricksy sprites abroad ~ and every occultist in the world knows it, and most 
psychic research men too, and all spiritists, and the world literature on the subject 
would fill a small library. Now, the mischief-making of some of these beings, some- 
times, almost certainly depends on using the life-forces of here-living persons. Most 
of all, they seem to be associated with the life-energies of children and adolescents. 
When the child or other person is removed, the geist phenomena either follow the 
person, or cease entirely. Because of this well-known fact, we would like to know 
whether there were children and/or adolescents at the Willey's farm. It's quite clear- 
ly a case for psychic (clairvoyant or mediumistic) investigation ~ which it probably 
will NOT receive, and which would be totally disregarded by the "experts" even if 
made. 

This cooperation between a "racketing spirit" and some here~living humm, is 
not conscious and wilful on the part of the latter. It is possible that he is merely 
being exploited, his vital energies used to produce 'physical phenomena’. It is also 
possible that the projected double (doppelganger ) is the active agent. This subject 
is of immense complexity — but it is generally believed among students of it, that 
everyone, from time to time, projects a double of etheric matter, of course from 
the ‘subconscious! levels of the psyche. This double may possess consciousness in its 
own risht, or may move like an automaton in obedience to a subconscious wish. And 
every wish tends to objectify itself in the etheric world. Persistent subconscious 
wishes, strongly impelled by emotion, by fear or anger ar hate, do so objectify them- 
selves. From the occult standpoint, it is an obvious and legitimate hypothesis, 
that some resident of the Willey farm deeply disliked the place, or strongly wanted 
to go elsewhere, or perhaps hated some member or members of the family group. This 
wish, perhaps wholly subconscious, became an active entity on the etheric plane of 
existence. It may or may not have associated its powers with that of some kind of 
geist or fire elemental. It will be of importance to know, whether fires break out 
in any other house to which members of the Willey family group have now gone. If the 
purpose of the double, or of the poltergeist has been accomplished, there will be 
no more trouble. ` 

Many RR readers who have been following the work done at the Mark Probert 
experimental seances, will be interested to know that one of the communicators 
(Professor Luntz) referred to the fires at Macomb, and added: 


"It is in the lower order of the etheric world that you have the 
activity of the so-called poltergeists, and not from the lower levels of 
the astral. That is one reason for your misunderstanding of psychic 
Phenomena. This lower etheric world can be and often is entered by pro- 
jected entities of still-living human beings, and they can create all 
kinds of mischief." 


Well, having mentioned these things to pass the time, as it were, we wait 
in keen suspence for the analysis of the wall paper, being made at the University of 
Chicago. Maybe there IS roachpaste in it! Maybe there is phosphorus in the paste! 
Maybe the paste seeped into the wood in scores of scattered spots only. True, the 
barn was not papered at all, but Nolan M, say, barn caught fire from the house. No 
paper in chicken house, but all the Nolans say, chicken coop catch fire from sparks. 
Who settum fire to other barn, milk house, window curtains? Nobody say nothin’. 
Round Robin chirp little bit, weak-weak! Pretty soon science man tellum us! 
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Correction while we think of it: There are no references to mysterious fires in 
Fort's Book of the Damned, but there are a dozen or more in his Wild Talents. Matt 
Weinstock in Los Angeles Daily News, Aug. 25, 1948, refers to these under the heading 
"Witch Doctor Stuff", in connection with the Macomb happenings. He mentions particul- 
arly the Willie Brough case, Turlock, Calif., where five fires broke out in a school 
room; and a Toronto case where an entranced girl pointed to the ceiling, and the lat- r 
ter "burst into flames". And in February, 1932, "five such fires broke out " in a 
home in Bladenboro, N.C. (Clip from David Dagmar). ‘The files of the Fortean Society 
contain references to many similar cases. 


Dise Data A column-long clip from the Salt Lake Telegram, latter part of July, '48, 
Various - reports "balls of fire" over Georgia, seen by 15 people in the Atlanta 

area, two "rocket ships" seen by two fliers over Alabama, various

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"THE LITTLE PEOPLE "

(From The Mediumship of Arnold Clare 
by Harry Edwards. Rider & Co. London). "I have referred on several occasions 
Communicator: "Peter" ): to the "little people" (for want of a 
better term). They are known best by the 

name of Nature Spirits, or collectively as Flementals. They are very similar to the 
human race but possess ... bodies slightly out of proportion with features that are 
characteristically the same no matter what particular force they represent. Tempera- 
mentally they are light-hearted. They completely lack moral character, as you know. 
They are neither essentially neither good nor bad. They are ever ready to obey the 
direction of the human mind wherever there is close kinship between the human mind 
and themselves. 

"They are able to manipulate the natural eħhers with the utmost ease, producing 
natural things such as stone, flowers, and all things like that. 

"In the scale of evolution they stand between the animal realm and man himself. 
The one goal they desire to attain is the human form complete. In the seance room, 
so far as physical phenomena are concerned, their services are very necessary; in 
fact, no work could be achieved without their aid in producing solid objects brovght 
from a distance" (apporte) "In many other forms of phenomena their services are 
utilized, but always under the direction of the Control. They love to disport them- 
selves by simple antics, such as causing tnings to move; and invariably their pres- 
ence is betrayed by the aimless moving of objects in the vicinity of the mediun. 

"They, too, are responsible for the maintenance of seance conditions; and their 
services are quickly withdrawn if any offense is given by anyone present, unless the 
Control has instituted some form of discipline. They are subject to discipline, but 
that is only in relation to their normal work, which ranges from the geological 
realm up to all the activities of Nature, including flowers and insects; they are 
even associated with the air you breathe and the water you drink." 


(Question: That ata the movements we sometimes see in the presence of a 
medium when he is normal? 


"That is right. These same little people can be pressed into service even for 
certain types of healing; but their services are not often used — only for psychic 
healing; and then for ailments affecting chiefly the bony structure and deformities, 

"To sum it all up, you might say they are the sou] of nature. As man himself 
has many complex parts, so has the soul of nature many parts working together to 
accomplish something far too immense for the ordinary mind to grasp. They are not 
left towander aimlessly in space but are directed by superior intelligences with only 
one purpose in view, development and progress along the road of the whole realm of 
nature .. toward the perfect plan ordained by God... 


"A word about the etheric body. I will remind you that the etheric body has 
no characteristics ~- that is, personality or temperament. It has no reactions similar 
to to that of the soul. It is purely bound ether that might be likened to an expand- 
ing bag taking the outline of the physical body. It appears to be about the same 
viewed from whatever angle, never reaching more than about three inches from the body, 
when the person is normel in health and well fed and rested. It varies according to 
the vitality ... and has no color change; it is always a misty silvery color. It 
loses its shape as decomposition (of the dense body) sets in, and is always associat- 
ed with the body until decay is complete ... Cremation is excellent provided always 
that three days have elapsed. (In graveyards) there is an etheric mist made up of 
etheric odors from decaying bodies..." 


YE EDITOR COMPLAYNETH - 


The present writer has asserted more than once, in print, that the case for 
Survival and communication may be regarded as established, and for this he is some- 
times taken severely to task. We regret to rethresh old straw, but perhaps a page or 
two here will obviate some of the criticism and correspondence. 


When we speak of "proof" and of an "established case" we are using the words 
legitimately and in the only way they can be used outside of mathematics and the 
'positive' sciences. The proof for survival of the personality is legalistic in 
nature; i.e.,it consists in a preponderance of evidence beyond reasonable doubt. The 
Words preponderance, evidence, and reasonable have no fixed values, even in law, 
where there are rules and precedents to serve as guides. One man's ‘reasonable doubt! 
is aysurd to another, and 'evidence' acceptable to one is rejected by his opponent. 


When we say "the case is established" or "proved", obviously we do NOT mean 
that every sane person is compelled to acceptance and agreement. Decisions of fact 
and law by even the highest tribunals do "not carry such certainty and 
compulsion as that. Even in the phsyical sciences there is no such think as a basic 
theory which is undisputed. Malisoff goes so far as to say, "facts which cannot be 
questioned are almost mythical". Mathematics and the nature and theory of logic 
are no exceptions. These statements are triistic and I cannot take space to elabor- 
ate on them here. Yet there are persons who will parrot," Survival certainly is not 
proved, because, look at Dr. C. (for example)! He's a celebrated student of such 
matters, and he doesn't accept it!" Such persons, to speak rudely, are talking 
fools! talk and have no power of critical thinking whatever. Probably every proposi- 
tion which they think has been proved, could be controveited by similar reasoning - 
by finding somebody of distinction who did not accept the majority opinion. 

When we speak of survival as proved, we mean almost exactly the same as if we 
said "organic evolution is proved." One would have to define evolution (as one 
would have to define personality also), but after that, the meaning is, that the 
majority of biologists the world over are in substantial agreement as to the exist- 
ence of a certain body of data, and that these data point strongly to an 'evolution- 
ary' sequence of organic forms. There is an agreement of informed opinion ~- and that 
is as far as "proof" goes in such matters. * This is not a matter of proving the 
value of the square on the hypothenuse, or the results of combining sodium and chlorine. 
And with regar& to the data of spiritism, we tale the stand that the records(i.e., 
expressed and recorded opinions) show, that the great majority of long-time investi- 
gators, who are also regarded as highly competent in other fields of research, not 
only accept the objective and non-fraudulent character of all the major physical 
phenomena of spiritism, but also either accept outright, or regard as highly probable 
the spiritistic explanation (i.e., the communication and manifestation of excarnate 
human beings). 

People who think this is an over-statement almost always turn out, on further 
acquaintance, to be grossly ignorant of the literature and history of spiritism and 
Psychic research. It is the people who need "nät an answer but an education" who 
provoke articles like this one, which waste the time of both the writer and of all 
intelligent readers. 


* This is an illustration only; we are not implying that there is actually any nota~ 
ble agreement among biologists about organic evolution, either as to evidences, 
mechanisms, the causes of mutation, or the significance of tho whole body of facts 
under study.

If we were to compile a list of, say, 500 or 1000 names of persons of educa - 
tion and good repute, each of whom has spent at least five years in the study of 
psychic and spiritistic phenomena, and who ended by taking the favorable position re- 
ferred to ~ we would nevertheless be confronted by people who say, "Ah, but what about 
all the learned men who have investigated, and have decided it was all fraud or delus- 
ion. You do not make a list of their names." The last statement is true, for the 
simple reason that no such list exists, or ever will exist. The statement is sheer 
invention, and no one familiar with the subject or with the first principles of logic 
Will propound such poppycock. But the data for our own statement is available ~ 
which does NOT mean we are going to spend hours and days compilins data to convince 
' every casual sceptic. Does not the adage run 
Cne man can lead a horse to the river's brink 
But twenty thousand men can't make him think - 


For the modest sum of five dollars, however, we'll send reading lists to people who 
thirst for knowledge to that extent and who simply can't get to a library or write 
to responsible publishers. And for those who can't read we have sympathy, for those 
wno don't want to and won't we recommend goose livers, filet mignon, and the joie de 
vivre generally. 

Max Freedom Long (author and scholar, good friend of RR) sometimes complains 
a little, that people seem to think he invented the whole Huna-Xahuna system himself, 
and should be able to explain everything, work magic, 'prove!' everything in his own 
person — instead of functioning as a research specialist in an obscure and newly de- 
veloped field. In a somewhat similar vein we inquire: Why attack the Round Robin 
editor as veing a charlatan and a nitwit? Why waste time on such small fry? Why not 
take up the case of some distinguished and worthy opponent ~ say, Lombroso("I am 
ashamed and aggrieved at having opposed" psychic facts and communication with the 
"dead") - or Professor Ochorowicez ("I am ashamed of myself and others" for branding 
Crookes as a fool") - or Professor Pictet ("I am constrained to believe by the in - 
vincible logic of facts") ~ or Lodge ("I tell you we do persist. Communication is 
possible” — or Sir William Barrett ("I am absolutely convinced") - or Geley, or 
Richet, A.E. Wallace, Maxwell, Flammarion, Crawford, Joire, Bozzano, Osty, Schrenck- 
Notzing, Hyslop, de Rochas, Meyers, Stead, de Brath, Bragdon, W.¥.Prince, Hudson, 
L. Chevrevil, - or any other of hundreds of names easily gleaned from Fodor's Uncy- 
clopedia or Carrington's Story of Psychic Science. ”A.T.Baird, in his "One Hundred 
Cases for Survival" (1944) remarks: "A thousand equally good cases could be produced 
as easily ~ I am embarrassed withthe wealth of material and my difficulty has been 
in rejecting ~ perhaps some one with more time and patience ... will publish 'Five 
Thousand Cases for Survival', and even then there will be plenty in reserve for the 
Oliver Twist-like critics. To %verthrow any of these men-of-reputation, make him out 
a fool or a liar, would be a scholarly and worthwhile work, IF it could be accomplish- 
ed ~ certainly far more worth while than to combat and discomfit the editor of Round 
Robin... And we fepeat once again, that since there is no altefnative explanation 
for a very great mass of phenomena, other than the spiritistic one, and since the 
latter has support of the most formidable sort, the burden of proof is now on the 
sceptic. Let the objector give us some plausible explanation of his own, applicable 
to the whole mass and cumulative effect of the evidential material, and not to some 
isolated instance only. 


* iames, etc.,sup. -- We do not, of coprse, mean that all the investigators mentioned 
would subscribe to any such asinine statement as ‘all the phenomena I have witnessed 
are produced by excarnate humans' - or even 'by supernormal means', or come to any 
other identical conclusion in any formal expression. They do agree that the physical 
phenomena are, on occasion, genuine (objective and non-fraudulent), and that many of 
these have no knewn explanation apart from the spiritistic, and that this explanation 
is (a) possible (b) plausible (c) valid and proven (respectively). Many a widely 
accepted 'scientific' pronouncement has far less support than this.

_ The diagram on the following page gives a general idea of the teachings of 
the Tibetan Book of the Dead, parts of which are- read to the dying or newly dead 
person for his guidance and instruction. It follows rather closely the translation 
published by Evans-Wentz, and made for him by his Tibetan teacher. We shall not take 
space in this issue of Round Robin to summarize the teaching, Our object is to point 
out the relative position of the Etheric Realm. At the time of death, or departure 
from the Nara Loka, the Self-consciousness passes briefly to the highest Central 
Realm; but if (as is usually the case) the person cannot maintain himself there, he 
may enter any one, or a succession of the other Realms or Lokas. If reincarnation on 
the earth plane takes place, the personality is said to 'jump! the etheric gap - 
just as it 'jumped' nearly the whole frequency band at the moment of death. However, 
an entity reincarnabing from the Southern Realm (Astral) may be able to maintain 
himself in the Higher Etheric -- and it is from this region (if we understand the 
Communicators correctly) that the Flying Discs and other strange sky-craft are said 
to come. 

If, as this writer now believes, these craft are truly of etheric origin, it 
is going to be a difficult task to make the idea intelligible to most western read- 
ers. A diagram, in spite of its shortcomings, is often a great help. And we have 
printed on the second page following, another diagram drawn by the medium Mark 
Probert while under partial control. This shows the spacial interpenetration of the 
etheric, astral, and physical spheres. There are some pints of contradiction be- 
tween the feachings of the M.P. communicators and our own understanding of the con- 
cepts embodies in the Bardo Thodol, but it is likely that closer study would clear 
up most of these. And now we quote a few lines from the Commmicator known in the 
seances as Professor Luntz, who was a Professor of Theology during his earth life: 


" Let us move our consciousness clock back a moment in what you know as time. 
With the physical eye you would see nothing but a vast formless void. But let us use 
an eye of higher rate of vibration and look again.

Men and women of great stature, perfect of body and mind, in flowing 
robes of brilliant colors ~ some with mighty heads of golden hair, red hair or black 
hair flowing down their backs in living gleaming waves, and rich flowing beards that 
look like fine-spun silk; stately women with skin like living satin and glowing with 
health ... The ether you would breathe would be purer than a babe's breath, for the 
air in this world is not particulate as your scientists understand that word. Things 
do not move around with directional motion, but by vibration-motion only; in essence 
all forces are one; the wish to move a thing merges the energy~force of the mover 
into the thing or place he desires to move to - the motion of the neutron and proton, 
a complete exchange of energies, one thing becoming the other thing..... 


Such, according to the Communicator, is the world and the people of Etheria, 
Which interpenetrates with our own plane of dense matter - and such is the clue to 
the science of the future. We offer it to our readers, and to our BSR Associates 
everywhere, with both hands, hopeful that even so small a glimpse may lead us all to 
Wider vistas of understanding.

(Odd thing is, 
so many people have spots before their eyes at the same time and the spots all look 
alike. Coinicdence has a long arm ~- but not that long! ) Clip from an Oregon paper:

Flying silver saucer moving east to west over Langland Island, reported by a 
woman to a Copenhagen paper. "At the same time, five submarines of unkmom national- 
ity, and of a type previously unseen in Danish waters, were observed off Denmark and 
reported to the Danish Navy Ministry (ace and five-spot hallucinations, no doubt!) 


Ghost Fires Solved: The inevitable, the expected, and the consoling has happened; 
a 13-year-old girl has 'confessed! to setting all the mysterious fires at Macomb, 
Ill., after being quizzed (or primed) for an hour or so by ‘investigators' Of 
course, this alleged 'confession' fits in with the reported facts about as well as 
it would with icebergs off the Galapagos or a rain of codfish on Calcutta - but 
there's one point worth attention; she hated farm life and wanted to go places. A 
child or adolescent with a strong wish fixation, plus-or-minus an efficient polter- 
geist, are probably the governing factors in the whole affair. 

"Someone acting as an involuntary medium for a fire~elemental", writes RR 
friend B.F. Greenlee ~ which comes to pretty much the same thing... Also to-be-~ex- 
pected were the "five ghost fires" that broke out at the home of a neighbor where 
the Wiley family took refuge. 


Misplaced Optimism ~- or plain lying is the only explanation of recent more-or-less 
official attempts to minimize the effect of atomic explosions. And Dr. Abert 
Bellamy, Dean of the division of life sciences at UCLA, says the radiation effects 
are far more deadly than those of blast or burn ~- and cannot be seen, felt, tasted 
or smelt, and are effective beyond the blast range; they inclue destruction of 
cells, tissue, and bone marrow. "An underwater atomic explosion near the Port Huen- 
eme Naval Station" (as proposed) "would place that area off-limits for human beings 
for about 50 years".

navy ocean survey ship, Bhe MAURY investigates the "undersea mountain" picked up by 
radar of California coast, Nov. 24, 1947; French flying boat lost, en route to 
MAURitania, French West Africa, Aug. 2, 1948; barge MAUnee Island exploded and 
sank near American Legion Island, Ohio River, Aug. 16, 1948... Any additions, sub- 
tractions, objurgations, animadversions? As the fox said of the hencoop, "I think 
there's something in it, but not sure what" (Aesop Redivivus, A.D. - anno diaboli - 
1948 ). 
Stn ph Cells: We don't know what Farmer Brown has gotten hold of, or whether he 
has hold of anything - except the incredulous interest of the U.S. 
Food and Drug administration. But anyhow, the FDA has a flock of chickens, and the 
chickens have coccidosis (whatever that is!), and the PDA is feeding them, or

And from Author Kenneth Roberts, a Federal Game Warden, two women dowsers, 
Kennebunkport members of the ASPR, a geologist, a college Dean, and one James 
Maine .. Jenks with a "portable electro-cardiograph", all did a-dowsing 


go at Kennebunkport; present also were "neighbors and members 

of the press." Boston Traveler gives 2-3 colums to it. Radiesthesia (pendulum) also 
figured in. ASPR experts refused to express any opinion as to results, but neither 
they nor the various "lay observers" seem to have ang knowledge of the books~full of 
data on this subject, but keep on threshing old straw from sheer force of habit, or 
maybe some kind of vow or memoership-pledge ("Ducdame, ducdame"-) with a pin-wheel 
for a symbol...

Poltergeist The Poltergeist Psychoanalyzed is the heading of a nine-page pam- 
De-geisted- phlet by Nandor Fodor, L1.D. (reprint from the Psychiatric Quarter- 


ly). Dr. Fodor disposes of at least one of these troublesome 
entities very neatly - since it turned out to be a projected double, or at least pro- 
jected energy of some kind, emanating from the patient herself. In fact "when the 
knocks on the door became too loud, she put out a sign 'please ring the bell' -— and 
the ghost never knocked again." Dr. Fodor, who was Director of the International 
Institute for Psychical Research for 4-5 years, should know his poltergeists - and 
very few people doubt that the energies of the here-living are bound up with these 
phenomena. It is, however, most surprising to read his wagnalified remark, " I con- 
sider them to be manifestations of major mental disorder of schizophrenic, though 
temporary, character, not the product of anything supernatural". It is impossible 
to understand what Dr. Fodor means by 'supernatural' (a word which has no philosoph- 
ical or scientific status at all) =- and equally difficult to imagine how many hun - 
dreds of cases of poltergeist phenomena can be explained by "the dynamic psychology" 
of the Freudian tradition. The distinguished compiler of the Encyclopedia of Psy - 
chic Science” should certainly be aware of the dangers of over-simplification. In 
all probability, poltergeist manifestations are at times expremely complex, and in- 
volve low-grade entities of various types. The fact that these latter can be con - 
trolled, very often, through hypnosis and psychoanalysis of the patient, does NOT 
imply that the latter's 'subconscious' dynamism is the sole source of trouble.

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We spoke on another page of the multiplicity of 'phenomena' which should be in- 
vestigated and studied by competent observers. The average person who is not direct- 
ly concerned with such matters has little idea of the flood of ‘incredible! and 'im- 
possible'happenings that come to the notice of the 'borderland scientist', or scien» 
tific occultist or occult scientist. Many of these facts are of great importance to 
humanity, when their implications are understood, and I make memo.of a few of them:

(Max Freedom Long) is 2 'must! book for Borderland Sciences. 


We have said nothing so far of the discs and other strange air~craft, which 
brought BSRA into existence and which are its immediate concern. This is extraordin- 
ary ond extremely important business — the greatest news story of centuries, which 
our "news agencies" have not yet discovered. The data have been presented many times 
and there is no need to argue the case for its factuality. But the only explanation 


which covers the ground - actually the only one so far propounded ~ is the cetheric 
source idea advanced and consistently maintained by the conmunicators at the Mark 
P. seances., -And so far, there are no data which contradict it. When = or if - 
their significane is understood, scientific ideas and religious and philosophic con- 
cepts alike are duc for radical revision. Furthermore, the facts open up a chapter 
of occult knowledge almost vnimown in the West. BSRA investigators, however, are 
not comnitted to any 'final' explanation; we are simply in search of the truth, or 
of such fragments and aspects of it as we may be capable of discovering and under- 
standing.
